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ABSTRACT : 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a sanitary tampon with 
which the 

destination of a take-out string is prevented from being 
missed and the 

take -out string is not made dirty by blood. 

SOLUTION: The attaching end of a take-out string 1 is 
sewn integrally on the 

absorber. The length of the take-out string 1 is set 
almost at 2 0cm. An 

adhesive tape 13 is provided at a take-out end 11 of the 
take-out string 1. 

When the sanitary tampon is worn, the take-out port 11 of 
the take-out string 1 

is protruded outside from a brief upper end and an upper 
take -out edge 11 of 

the take-out string 1. The adhesive tape 13 is stuck 
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[Claims] 

[Claim 1] A catamenial tampon comprised of an approximately 
cylindrical absorbent member and a pull-out string that is firmly 
attached to the aforesaid absorbent member, in which the aforesaid 
pull-out string is provided in such a manner that, when the aforesaid 
absorbent member is inserted into a vagina, its pull-out end can be 
drawn over the upper edge of underpants to their exterior side and in 
which an adhesive section that is attachable repeatedly is provided at 
the aforesaid pull-out end. 

[Claim 2] A catamenial tampon comprised of an approximately 
cylindrical absorbent member and a pull-out string that is firmly 
attached to the aforesaid absorbent member, in which a waterproofing 
mass is provided at a position removed from the section at which the 
aforesaid pull-out string is attached to the aforesaid absorbent 
member and in which a portion, at the least, of the aforesaid pull-out 
string beyond the aforesaid waterproofing mass is configured so as not 
to have a water absorbing property. 

[Claim 3] The catamenial tampon according to Claim 1 or 2, in 
which the tampon is housed inside an applicator comprised of an outer 
tube that covers the absorbent member and an inner tube provided on 
the pull-out-string side of the aforesaid outer tube and in which the 
aforesaid pull-out string before use is provided in such a manner that 
it can be compressed and housed inside the aforesaid inner tube. 
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[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] [Industrial Field of Application] 

The present invention pertains to catamenial tampons as sanitary 
products for women. 
[0002] [Prior Art] 

The conventional pull-out strings attached to catamenial tampons 
are usually 7 to 8 cm long or thereabouts. Consequently, when this 
type of catamenial tampon is in use, its pull-out ■ string stays outside 
the vagina. Since the pull-out string malces direct contact with the 
slcin, the material suitable for it is cotton or like material, but, 
because mere cotton string has a high water . absorption rate, the pull- 
out string is waterproofed to prevent blood from seeping into it. 
[0003] [Problems that the Invention Intends to Solve] 

It is a common occurrence with this type of catamenial tampon 
that the pull-out string becomes tangled during wallcing or moving and 
becomes hard to find, which fact leads to the problem of requiring the 
user to grope for the string with her fingertips. There are more 
problems with this type of tampon in that the pull-out string is 
waterproofed, but, since it is made by twisting cotton and its length 
is 7 to 8 cm or thereabouts, this waterproofing hardly worlcs in 
reality, and, as a consequence, blood seeps into this pull-out string 
and soils underwear or smears the fingertips when the tampon is 
removed. The present invention was achieved in view of the aforesaid 
problems, and it intends to provide a catamenial tampon that can 
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prevent the pull-out string from being lost and also prevent the pull- 
out string from being soiled with blood. 
[0004] [Means of Solving the Problems] 

Accordingly, the present invention provides a catamenial tampon 
comprised of an approximately cylindrical absorbent member and a pull- 
out string that is firmly attached to the aforesaid absorbent member, 
in which the aforesaid pull-out string is provided in such a manner 
that, when the aforesaid absorbent member is inserted into a vagina, 
its pull-out end can be drawn over the upper edge of underpants to 
their exterior side and in which an adhesive section that is 
attachable repeatedly is provided at the aforesaid pull-out end. 

[0005] Furthermore, a waterproofing mass is provided at a 
position removed from the section at which the aforesaid pull-out 
string is attached to the aforesaid absorbent member, and a portion, 
at the least, of the aforesaid pull-out string beyond the aforesaid 
waterproofing mass is configured so as not to have a water absorbing 
property . 

[0006] [Mode of Implementing the invention] 

The length of the pull-out string of a catamenial tampon is 
lengthened from the conventional length of 7 to 8 cm to a minimum of 
15 cm, and this pull-out string has a repeatedly attachable adhesive 
tape provided at its end. With this configuration, when the catamenial 
tampon is inserted, the leading end of its pull-out string can be 
drawn over the upper edge of underpants to their exterior side and 
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attached and fixed onto the underpants with the adhesive tape, thus 
preventing the string from being lost. 

[0007] In order to prevent underwear from getting soiled and the 
fingertips from getting soiled in removing the tampon, the present 
invention provides a waterproofing mass as a dike at a position 
removed from the section at which the pull-out string is attached to 
the absorbent member and forms the portion of the aforesaid pull-out 
string beyond the aforesaid waterproofing mass from a material having 
no water absorbing property. As a result, blood does not seep into the 
portion of the pull-out string beyond this waterproofing mass, thereby 
preventing underwear from being soiled or blood from attaching to 
fingertips . 
[0008] [Embodiment] 

The following explains an example embodying the present invention, 
referring to figures. Fig. 1 is a schematic drawing illustrating the 
catamenial tampon of the present invention in use. Fig. 2 is a 
sectional side view illustrating the catamenial tampon of the present 
invention that is housed in an applicator. Fig. 3 is a partial 
perspective view illustrating the waterproofing structure of the 
catamenial tampon of the present invention. 

[0009] As shown in Fig. 2, the catamenial tampon of the present 
embodiment is comprised of an absorbent member (2) and a pull-out 
string (1), and the attachment end (12) of the pull-out string (1) is 
sewn in one piece with the absorbent member (2) so as not to separate 
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from it. The length of the pull-out string (1) is about 20 cm, and at 
the pull-out end (11), which is located at the opposite side of the 
aforesaid attachment end (12), is provided an adhesive tape (13). 

[0010] As shown in Fig. 1, when this catamenial tampon is 
inserted, the pull-out string (1) can be drawn from the vaginal 
orifice through the interior side of the underpants (5) and over the 
upper edge (51) of the underpants to their exterior side, and the 
adhesive tape (13) can be attached to the exterior side of the 
underpants (5), thereby fixing the pull-out end (11) of the pull-out 
string (1) . 

[0011] As this adhesive tape (13) , an adhesive tape that can be 
attached repeatedly is used, which makes it possible to attach and 
detach the string freely. Furthermore, the adhesive tape may be formed 
into a flower shape, heart shape, etc., so as to make it seem a part 
of the pattern of the underpants, thus making the presence of the 
pull-out string (1) inconspicuous, 

[0012] As shown in Figs. 2 and 3, a waterproofing mass (14) is 
provided at a position slightly removed from the section at which the 
pull-out string (1) is attached to the absorbent member (2). The pull- 
out-string portion (la) between the section at which the pull-out 
string (1) is attached to the absorbent member (2) and the 
waterproofing mass (14) is comprised of a cotton material and 
waterproofed, as in the conventional products, and the pull-out-string 
portion (lb) beyond the waterproofing mass (14) is formed from resin 
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fibers having no water absorbing property. The waterproofing mass (14) 
has a resin that is injected into it and solidified beforehand, and, 
as a consequence, even if blood seeps into pull-out-string portion la, 
no blood seeps into pull-out-string portion lb. 

[0013] As shown in Fig. 2, a catamenial tampon before use is 
housed in an applicator (3) comprised of an outer tube (31) that 
covers the absorbent member (2) and an inner tube (32) provided on the 
pull-out-string side of the outer tube (31), and the pull-out string 
(1) is compressed and housed in it. Therefore, when the absorbent 
member (2) is pushed out with the inner tube (32), the pull-out string 
(1) automatically comes out from this inner tube (32) and is extended. 

[0014] When the catamenial tampon is housed inside the applicator 
(3), the adhesive tape (13) is attached to the outer surface of the 
inner tube (32), which prevents the pull-out string (1) from being 
extended inadvertently and also facilitates the removal. 

[0015] In the aforesaid embodiment, the length of the pull-out 
string (1) was set to about 20 cm, but it is not limited to this, and, 
as long as it is 15 cm or longer, the aforesaid effects can be 
obtained. For example, the string may be configured to be adjustable 
according to the user's physique or the type of underwear worn by the 
user. As shown in Fig. 3, pull-out-string portion lb may be given 
different colors or patterns approximately every 5 cm so as to allow 
the user to determine the length of the string without measuring it, 
and the user can cut pull-out-string portion lb into a necessary 
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length and attach the adhesive tape (13) to its cut end (not 
illustrated) . In addition, changing the color and pattern of this 
pull-out-string portion lb increases a decorative effect. 
[0016] [Effects of the Invention] 

Because the present invention has the configuration described in 
the foregoing, with the catamenial tampon of the present invention, 
the end of its pull-out string can be attached and fixed to the 
exterior side of underpants with the adhesive tape, thus having the 
excellent effect of eliminating the need for searching for the pull- 
out string when removing the absorbent member. Furthermore, because 
the present invention provides the waterproofing mass to the pull-out 
string, it has the excellent effect of preventing soiling caused by 
blood seeping. 

[Brief Explanation of the Drawings] 

[Fig. 1] A schematic drawing illustrating the catamenial tampon 
of the present invention in use. 

[Fig. 2] A sectional side view illustrating the catamenial tampon 
of the present invention housed inside an applicator. 

[Fig. 3] A partial perspective view illustrating the 
waterproofing structure of the catamenial tampon of the present 
invention .
